‘SHOULD CERTAIN AREAS HERE 
BE RESERVED FOR LARGER HOUSES? 


Should some property or some definite section of Up- 
land be reserved as sites for only ultra quality and large 
residences? 


If so, owners of property should decide for themselves 
and place their own restrictions as to the cost and size of the 
buildings. Such decisions are up to the property owners— 
not the city council, the planning commission or any other 
official agency. Public officials can establish zones and 
specify minimum sizes of lots but they con not determine the 
minimum size or cost. 

This community is in an era of expansion and if any sec- 
tion of the city is to be reserved for the “more expensive resi- 
dences,” the time for planning is at hand. 


Some observers have been critical of city officials for 
not “saving some area” for “better houses.” 

The fact remains no public official can tell Mr. Property 
Owner that building sites can be used for construction 
only of houses with 3,000 or 4,000 square feet of floor space 
at a minimum cost of $30,000. The present owner can. how- 
ever, when he sells the property place his own limitations. 

Certain regulations for subdividing of property have been 
adopted by the city hall administrators and whether the 
next proposed subdivision is on Sultana or Eighteenth street, 
the same regulations apply. 

Indications point to continued residential development. 
If for example, property west of Euclid avenue north of Foot- 
hill boulevard—or any other area—is to contain only ultra
